Address to the People 


T o the People of Missouri; 
Y our representatives assembled in convention to revise 
and*amend the Constitution of our State submit the result 
oi their work for your consideration and action. 
The con­ 
vention recom m ends certain changes in the present Con­ 
stitution ami that you may fully understand the proposed 
am endm ent-' the following explanations are offered . 
T h e people voted to call the convention in 1921 and it 
-convened May 10, 1922, There were eighty-three members, 
tw o from each of the thirty-four senatorial districts and: 
fifteen from the State at large. 
T h e m em bership was 


< (jually divided between the tw o dominant political p a r­ 
tie-' 
it was bipartisan. 
F our of the delegates were women 
and in the membership there were labor leaders, farmers, a 
college pfe-ident, teachers, bankers, business men, editors, 
and law vers. 
All parts of the State with its m any and 
diversified interests were represented. 
T h e work oi the convention was done tirst by standing 
committee-, to which were referred the articles and sections 
<T the present C on-titutioii. together with some three 
hundred and -eventy-iive independent proposals for am e n d ­ 
ment-. 
Com mittee meetings were held for the considera­ 


t i o n 
of all 
propo-ats 
and 
public 
hearings 
were 
held 
frequently for the convenience of delegations of citizens 
who appeared for o r against proposed am endm ents. 
E x ­ 
tensive investigations and studies were conducted, not only 
oi the ( (institution and laws of our own State and the 
w a k i n g s of our State government, hut of other states as 
v c 11. '1 "ne committees m t d e their reports to the convention, 
v here opportunities for full and free consideration and 


discussion were afforded. 
Space w ill not permit a detailed statement of the m onths 
<*i tireless labor devoted to these ta-ks. 
Much time of the 
convention w a s given to consideration of proposals otiered 
by various persons and organizations, many of which con­ 
tained progressive and meritorious suggestions but had 
to he finally rejected because not adapted to the needs of 
Missourj. 
E very line of every am endm ent adopted was 
condensed and corrected to insure brevity and clarity. 
I he 
final draft of the am endm ents submitted is the composite 
j roduct of the earnest deliberations and careful study of the 


delegates. 
T h e hr-"t Constitution of our State was adopted in 1820, 
tee next in 1805 and the last in 1875. 
Those w ho framed 
the change- embodied in the Constitution of 1875 appreci­ 
ated the value of historic precedent and attem pted to adapt 
that document to the problems of that day. 
Conditions in 
Missouri have changed since 1875, and it has been our aim 
t«> propose' such changes in that Constitution as to enable 
< ur government to function properly in accordance with 


present needs. 
In 1875 the population of our state was 1,721,295, in 


1 P20 it was 3,404,055. St. Louis had a population of 310,864; 
in 1920 it had 772,879. 
K ansas City had a population of 
32.260; in 1920 it was 324,410. 
T h e assessed value of p ro p ­ 
erty of the State then was $567,988,490.00; now it is $4,613,- 


9 0 1 ,4 9 7 .0 0 . 
T h e attendance in our public schools then was 


1 6 9.2 7 0 ; now it is 736,522. 
T h e am o u n t of money devoted 
annually to our public schools then w-as $1,142,959.93; in 
1022 it was $40.499,939.31. 
T h e running expenses of the 
State gov em inent have increased more thitn twenty-fold. 
Changes, grow th and development in farms, mines, fac- 
tories, transportation, finance, social and economic condi­ 
tion- and education will readily suggest themselves. 
There have been many efforts to am end our C onstitu­ 
tion in recent vears by submission of a m en d m e n ts by the 
General Assembly or through the initiative. 
Since 1908 
there have been 93 such a m endm e nts proposed, 17 of which 
have been adopted. 
T h e expense of such submissions has 
been more than $440,000 and the average cost of the adop­ 
tion of each of the a m endm e nts has been more than $25,000. 
R egardless of the merits of those proposed amendments^ or 
whether they were offered under the stress of local or 


te m p o r a r y conditions, they had to be considered in the heat 
,.i political compaigns when other issues were claiming the 
attention of the voters. This convention was called so that 
it changes were to be made in the Constitution they might 
be subm itted only after full consideration in the light of 
the vv hole Constitution and all related matters. 
1 his js 
the first opportunity for forty-eight years that the people 
oi Missouri have had to pass upon a m endm e nts iramed by 
i. deliberative body chosen for that purpose only by the 
people themselves. 
In order that the voters may now have 
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necessary for conducting the governm ent during the period 
of change from the old to the amended Constitution. 
T h e three general departm ents of our State g o v e r n m e iT 
are the legislative, the executive and the judicial. 
Each is 
a special departm ent and in its proper sphere is independent 
of the others, but all are closely related and the activities 
of each are interwoven into the activities of the others so 
that they all form a unified trinity in the transaction of the 
business of the State. 
I he legislative departm ent is the 
General Assembly and consists of the Senate and H ouse of 
Representatives. 
T h e executive d epartm ent consists of 
the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of State, 
State Treasurer, State Auditor, Attorney-General, Superin­ 
tendent of Public Schools and the num erous departments, 
bureaus, boards, commissions and oth er agencies to which 
the administrative and ministerial duties of this departm ent 
have been assigned from time to time during the years with 
the result that an unbusinesslike, confused and overlapping 
administration of the public business has been brought 
about with great loss of efficiency and unnecessary expendi­ 
ture of public money. 
T h e business of governm ent in this 
State has outgrow n the machinery of g o v e r n m e n t 
1 he 
judicial departm ent is charged with the administration of 
justice and consists of all the courts of the State. 
All these 
courts should be regarded as one complete judicial body 
composed of the various courts having various jurisdiction 
and all the courts in close w orking relationship with each 
other for the purpose of giving to the State and its citizens 
the sure, speedy and inexpensive disposition of litigation to 
which they are entitled. 
The present Constitution has pro­ 
vided a judicial system which has prevented our judges 
from rendering the service w h ijh a more flexible system 
will permit. 
An effort has been m ade to simplify and im­ 
prove all these departm ents of government. 
In the making of constitutions there has been a tendency 
in modern times to lengthen rather than shorten the state­ 
m ents of necessary principles. 
It has been the effort of the 
framers of these am endm ents to shorten our Constitution 
wherever it was possible. 
An attem p t is made also to hold 
fast to all those principles of the older constitutions which 
have proved their value through the century of Missouri’s 
grow th in constitutional government. 
T h e form of ballot will permit a separate vote on each 
am endm ent and a majority of the votes cast on any am end­ 
m ent will be sufficient for its adoption. 
T h e m embers of the convention express their deep ap­ 
preciation of the honor of the service they were delegated

E X P L A N A T IO N .

This amendment proposes some important changes and adds two 
new sections to present Article IV. 
The proposed changes are as 
follows: 


Section 3 is amended to provide a method for forming districts 
in the City of St. Louis, and in counties entitled to more than one 
Representative and having no County Court, from which Representa­ 
tives in the lower house of the General Assembly shall he elected. 
Section 6 is revised and amended to conform to the section giving 
women the right to hold office and to relieve the Circuit Court of 
counties entitled to more than one Senator, the duty of dividing the 
county into districts. 


Section 7 is amended to place the duty of dividing the State into 
senatorial districts upon the Governor, Secretary of State, Attorney- 
General, State Auditor and State Treasurer or a majority of them 


instead of upon the General Assembly. 
Section 8 is amended to conform to the Inst apportionment of 
Representative« among the several counties and the City of St. Louis 
made by the General Assembly. 
Section 0 is shortened without change In substance; Section 10 is 
changed only as to dates, and new Section 11 provides tluit tlit* five 
•State officers elected in 1924, or a majority of them, shall in 1925 
divide the State into Senatorial Districts as provided in Section 7. 
Section 15 changes the oath of office of Senators and Repre­ 


sentatives. 
Section 16. 
This amendment limits the expenditures for clerk hire 
and employees to four hundred dollars per day for the House and 
three hundred dollars per day for the Senate. The present Constitution 
places no limitation upon the power of the General Assembly as to 
tin* number of its employees or the amount of its expenses.

average of expenditures by previous General Assemblies In recent 
years has been from twelve to fifteen hundred dollars i>er day. 
The 
members of the General Assembly now receive five dollars per day, 
which it is proposed to increase to ten dollars, to allow for increase 
in living expenses and as a greater inducement for men and women 
possessing the necessary qualifications to seek these important offices. 


Section 17 makes the office of the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives a constitutional office. 
Section 3(5 is amended to provide that no laws except appropria­ 
tion acts enumerated shull go into effect until ninety days after 
adjournment of session at which enacted and except laws necessary 
for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health and safety, 
if enacted in the manner therein provided. 
Section 48 changes the beginning of the fiscal year from January 
1st to July 1st. 
Section 45 is changed to conform to the initiative. 
Obsolete proviso relating to Louisianu Centennial bonds omitted. 
Section 46 combines present Sections 46 and 47; permits laws 
pensioning indigent mothers with dependent minor children; allows 
cities, when authorized by general law, to provide a fund for pension­ 
ing disabled firemen and policemen and for the relief of the widows, 
and children under sixteen years of ago, of deceased firemen and 
policemen. 
Section 47 is a new section and authorizes compulsory or elective 
workmen's compensation laws. 
New Section 57 provides that limitations which apply to laws 
passed b> the General Assembly shall also apply to laws initiated

bonds may he payable at such times and at such place or places as 
may he designated by the said Board of Fund Commissioners; said 
board shall pay all expenses of issuing and marketing the bonds 
out of the proceeds of the sale thereof.

This is new Section 44«*, 
It provide* for tin* issue of bonds to the 


amount of $4,600,000, to complete the payment of bonuses to the 
soldiers and sailors of the World War, as provided in Section 441». 
That section authorized $15,000,000, which has been expended. 
There 
are about 25,500 soldiers and sailors who have not been paid because 
of link of funds and this bond issue will furnish funds with which 


to puj them.

A Judicial^ 'ouncil is established, consisting of the Chief Justice 


of the Supretn| Court, the Presiding Judges of each Division of the 
Supreme Courtkihe Presiding Judges of each of the Springfield and 
Kansas City Cdnrts of Appeals, a Judge of the St. Louis Court of 


Appeuls and thijee Circuit Judges. 
This council Is given power to establish such rules of practice 
and procedure in the courts as do not deny, or change any remedy 
or substantive right given by law. 
Existing laws pertaining to pro­ 
cedure and prnc'iee, are continued in force until changed by the Coun­ 
cil, and all rules made by the Council are subject to change or repeal 
by the General Assembly. 
The Council Shall keep In touch with all 
the courts so that the condition of the dockets therein may at all 
time» be before It.

Probate Courts, Criminal Courts, Municipal Cor­ 
poration Courts and Courts of Common Plea* are not disturbed, 
except that the General Assembly is given the power to enlarge or 
diminish the jurisdiction of such inferior courts, or create other 
courts clothed with the jurisdiction now vested in said courts and to 
enlarge the same, as the needs of the various communities may appear. 
The compensation of the ju d g e s of all the courts may be fixed 


by the General Assembly, but shall never in* changed during the term 
of the judge affected thereby. 
Such salary as may he fixed shall be 


full compensation for every duty performed. 
This amendment makes new provision for harmonizing the de­

Sec. 2D. 
All city charters and all law s relating to the govern­ 
ment of cities, tow ns and villages in force at the tim e of the adoption 
of this article shall remain in full force and effect until altered or 
repealed by law' or by the exercise by the respective cities, of the 
pow ers conferred Upon them by this article of the Constitution. 


EX PLA N A TIO N . 


This amendment proposes a revised and amended article as a 
substitute for Article IX of the present Constitution. The revision has 
eliminated obsolete matter and provides an improved plan lor the 
government of counties, cities and villages, 
CO UNTIES.—The changes made with respect to the government 
of counties are: 
First, provision by which adjoining counties may be 
consolidated (section 3): second, provision that no proposition to 
change the boundaries of a county shall be submitted oftener than 
once in fRe >ears (section 8 ); third, the prohibition against sheriffs 
and coroners succeeding themselves in office has been eliminated 
(section 9): fourth, the power of the county courts to till vacancies 
in the offices of sheriff and coroner and other provisions of section 11 
of the present Constitution were eliminated, which leaves the power 
of appointment in the Governor: fifth, the General Assembly is required 
to provide a uniform system of accounting in all county offices 


(section 36). 
CITIES AND VILLAGES are clussifted (section 0) and the Legis­ 
lature is prohibited from creating other classes and from passing 
local or special law- and is required to make all laws apply alike to 
all cities of the same ( lass or to all villages (section 10). 
Every city of 3,000 Inhabitants or more, desiring to do so. may. 
without legislative action, by vote of its citizens adopt a charter for 
its own m unicipal gov ern m en t (section 15). 
By such charters such 
cities may determine what agencies are necessary to conduct their 
local affairs (section 39), establish their own police force subject to 
the right of the governor 10 remove any police commissioners in the 
cities of 70,000 or over (section 23), and for all municipal purposes 


possess full and complete power of local 
self-government and 


corporate action. 
Every city is given the power to divide the territory within its 
boundaries into zones and to regulate and restrict the use of the land 
and structures within such zones (section 27), and to acquire lands for 
public improvements and an excess of land over that needed for 
such purpose whenever It is judicially determined that the excess is 
required to protect or preserve the improvement (section 28). 
The am en d m en ts giving the right of local self-government to

A 
CROSS the white plain the heat 
waves 
shimmered 
and 
danced 
Mirages of cool lakes appeared, mock­ 
ing their thirst, and vanished. 
In the 
background stood a range of black- 
walled mountains through which the 
emigrants could see no opening.

this was Christmas da), 1849!

As they departed 
Mrs. Bennett gave Manley a double 
handful of rice-—half of all she had— 
and silently pointed to the hunger- 
pinched faces of her children.

wait for the return of the two scouts. 
A week passed—two—three—and still 
they did not return.

ARTICLE XIII—MILITIA. 


Relates to Exemption, 
Election 
and 
Ap­ 
pointment of Officers, and the Organization of the Military 
Service.

Section 1. 
All able bodied male inhabitants of this State, 
between tlie ages of eighteen and forty-five years, who arc citizens 
of the United States, or have declared their intention to become such 
citizens, shall lie liable to military duty in the militia of this State. 
Sec. 3. 
Each company shall elect its own officers, and the 
elective company and regimental officers of each regiment shall elect 
all regimental officers except staff officers; but it* any company or 
regiment shall neglect to elect such officers within the time pre­ 
scribed by law, or by the order of the Governor, they may he 
appointed by tlie Governor. All other officers, except the Adjutant- 
General and general officers, shall be appointed or elected in such 
manner as shall be provided by law. 
When on active service, all

When th< boy shah was crowned h« 
had to support tht heavy diadem first 
with one hand and then with the oth­ 
er. 
It had been worn by Nadir Shah, 
and was of solid gold, set with dia­ 
monds, rubies and emeralds. 
After a 
few moments the crown was removed 
and replaced by an astrakhan 
hat, 
ornamented by tin great Nadir 
ti- 
grette, 
st-t with the 
huge diamond, 
the I)arya-i-Nur, or St a of Light. 
This diamond 
was 
brought fr *m 
Delhi and is the companion of 
the 
K .hinoor, or Mountain of I ight. 
It 


is a rectangular stone and weighs 
about ISfi carats.

It was at the time the throne was 
transferred 
t > 
the conquering shah 
that the famous “ mountain of light” 
which n«.w forms the chief treasure 
among the crown jewels of England, 
entered into history from the hun- 
iifcds of years of legend which sur­ 
rounded it. 
Seeing it glitter in 
the 
turban of the vanqusihed Mogul,, Na­ 


dir Shah jocosely remarked, “Let us 
change turbans”. 
It was Nadir who 
gave the gem the name of Kohinoor, 
or “mountain of light”, by which 
it 
has since been known. 
Again 
the 
prize of conquest, 
it 
was 
brought 
back to India by Runjert Si'ngh, ma* 
harajah of Lahore, by whose descend­ 
ant, Dhuleep Singh, the stone 
was 
surrendered to the British conquerors 
of India. 
Dhuleep Singh never forgot 
that 
he once had been the owner of 
the 
“ mountain of light»,” a'nd the memory 
of what he had lost rankled in 
his 
breast up to the time of his death in 
Paris, a pensioner of Queen Victoria.

when Dhuleep, then grown to

cent years. 
Changing economic con­ 
ditions have necessitated a re-adjust­ 
ment of the m ethods and practice in­ 
volved in the operation of every busi­ 
ness. 
A griculture has received 
its 
share 
>f those disturbing influences, 
and in order to p*!ace it back upon the 
sound basis w here it rightfully 
be­ 
longs, the problems arising therefrom 
m ust be met •ndiflbhwri, and the far­ 
m er must do his part. 
It is up 
to 
hfim to remi rnber th a t he is in 
the 
business, not 
for one or two years, 
hut for a lifetime and he must plan 
ahead as well as in the present. His 
is not a business w here one can be­ 
come rich in a few years; is not in­ 
tended to ho and should not be. R ath­ 
er it is one th a t should retu rn a good 
living and a legitim ate profit every 
year if handled properly.

Address to the People 


To the People of Missouri; 
Ymir representatives assembled in convention to revise 
and amend the Constitution of our State submit the result 
oi their work for your consideration and action. 
The con- 
\ ention recommends certain changes in the present Con­ 
stitution and that you may fully understand the proposed 
amendments the following explanations are offered: 
The people voted to call the convention in 1921 and it 
convened May 15, 1922. There were eighty-three members, 


t w o from each of the thirty-four senatorial districts and 
fifteen from the State at large. 
The membership was 
equally divided between the two dominant political par­ 


t i e s 
it wa-> bipartisan. 
Four of the delegates were women 
and in thcjjnemhership there were labor leaders, farmers, a 
college president, teachers, hankers, business men, editors, 
and lav v ers. 
All parts of the State with its many and 
diversified interests were represented. 
The work of the convention was done first by standing 
committees, to w hich were referred the articles and sections 
* f the present Constitution, together with some three 
hundred and seventy-live independent proposals for amend­ 


m e n t s . 
( ommittee meetings were held for the considera­ 
tion of all proposals and public hearings were held 
frequently for the convenience of delegations of citizens 
Vi-fm appeared for or against proposed amendments. 
Ex: 
tensive investigations and studies were conducted, not only 
« ! the Constitution and laws of our own State and the 
walkings of our State government, but of other states as 
v eil. 
1 he committees made their reports to the convention, 
v here o p p o r t u n i t i e s 
for full and free consideration and 
discussion were afforded. 
Space will not permit a detailed statement of the months 
or tireless labor devoted to these tasks. 
Much time of the 
convention was given to consideration of proposals offered 
i>v various’persons and organizations, many of which con­ 
tained progressive and meritorious suggestions but had 
t » l»e finally rejected because not adapted to the needs of 
Missourj. 
Every line of every amendment adopted was 
condensed and corrected to insure brevity and clarity. The 
final draft of the amendments submitted is the composite 
1 roiluct of the earnest deliberations and careful study of the 
delegates. 
The first Constitution of our State was adopted in 1820, 
t* e next in 1865 and the last in 1875. 
Those who framed 
the changes embodied in the Constitution of 1875 appreci­ 
ated the value of historic precedent and attempted to adapt 
that document to the problems of that day. 
Conditions in 
Missouri have changed since 1875, and it has been our aim 
to propose'such changes in that Constitution as to enable 
< ur government to function pr >perly in accordance with 
present needs. 
In 1875 the population of our state was 1,721,295; in 
ll'2(> it was .‘1,40-1,055. St. Louis had a population of 310,864; 
in 192o it had 772,879. 
Kansas City had a population of 
52 .2 6 0 ; in 1920 it was 324,410. 
The assessed value of prop­ 


e r l y of the State then was $507,988,490.00; now it is $4,613,- 
901,497.00. The attendance in our public schools then was 
169,270; now it is 736,522. The amount of money devoted 
annually to our public schools then was $1,142,959.93; in 
J922 it was $40,499,939.31. 
The running expenses of the 
State government have increased more th&n twenty-fold. 
Changes, growth and development in farms, mines, fac­ 


t o r i e s transportation, finance, social and economic condi- 
t;on> and education will readily suggest themselves. 
There have been many efforts to amend our Constitu­ 
tion in recent years by submission of amendments by the 
General Assembly or through the initiative. 
Since 1908 
there have been 93 such amendments proposed, 17 of which 
have been adopted. 
The expense of such submissions has 
been more than $140,000 and the average cost of the adop­ 
tion of each of the amendments has been more than $25,000. 
Regardless of the merits of those proposed amendments^ or 
whether they were offered under the stress of local or 
temporary conditions, they had to he considered in the heat 
cl political compaigns when other issues were claiming the 
attention of the voters. This convention was called so that 
if changes were to be made in the Constitution they might 
be submitted only after full consideration in the light of 
the whole Constitution and all related matters. 
This js 
the first opportunity for forty-eight years that the people 
or Missouri have had to pass upon amendments framed by 
i. deliberative body chosen for that purpose only by the 
people themselves. In order that the voters may now have

a special department and in its proper sphere is independent 
of the others, hut all are closely related and the activities 
of each are interwoven into the activities of the others so 
that they all form a unified trinity in the transaction of the 
business of the State. 
The legislative department is the 
General Assembly and consists of the Senate and House of 
Representatives. 
The executive 'department consists of 
the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of State, 
State Treasurer, State Auditor, Attorney-General, Superin­ 
tendent of Public Schools and the numerous departments, 
bureaus, hoards, commissions and other agencies to which 
the administrative and ministerial duties of this department 
have been assigned from time to time during the years with 
the result that an unbusinesslike, confused and overlapping 
administration of the public business has been brought 
about with great loss of efficiency and unnecessary expendi­ 
ture of public money. The business of government in this 
State has outgrown the machinery of government. 
The 
judicial department is charged with the administration of 
justice and consists of all the courts of the State. All these 
courts should be regarded as one complete judicial body 
composed of the various courts having various jurisdiction 
and all the courts in close working relationship with each 
other for the purpose of giving to the State and its citizens 
the sure, speedy and inexpensive disposition of litigation to 
which they are entitled. The present Constitution has pro­ 
vided a judicial system which has prevented our judges 
from rendering the service whi^h a more flexible system 
will permit. An effort has been made to simplify and im­ 
prove all these departments of government. 
In the making of constitutions there has been a tendency 
in modern times to lengthen rather than shorten the state­ 
ments of necessary principles. It has been the effort of the 
framers of these amendments to shorten our Constitution 
w'herever it was possible. An attempt is made also to hold 
fast to all those principles of the older constitutions which 
have proved their value through the century of Missouri's 
growth in constitutional government. 
The form of ballot will permit a separate vote on eacli 
amendment and a majority of the votes cast on any amend­ 
ment will he sufficient for its adoption.

policemen.

Revised and Amended Article V. 


PART I. 


Section 1. 
The executive power shall be vested in a Governor 
of the State of Missouri, who shall have the supreme power, a 
Lieutenant Governor, and departm ents as follow s: 
1, Departm ent 
of S ta te ; 2, Department of L a w; 3, Departm ent of Audit and 
A ccounts; 4, Department of T re a su ry ; 5, Department of Ed ucation; 
and such other departments, not exceeding seven, as m^y be created 
by law. 
Any department created by law under and by virtue of 
this section may be changed, modified or abolished by law. 


Sec. 2. 
The Governor shall be elected at the general election 
to be held in the year one thousand nine hundred and tw enty-four 
and every four years thereafter and shall hold office for a term of 
tour years from the second Monday in January next following his 
election and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
He shall 
not be eligible to re-election as his own successor. 
A Lieutenant 
Governor shall be elected at the same time for the same term. 


The* Governor and Lieutenant Governor shall be at least thirty- 
five years old and shall have been citizens of the United States ten 
years and* residents of this State not less than seven years next 
before election.

Sec. 3. 
The returns of election for Governor and other State 
officers shall be made in such m anner as may be prescribed by law. 
Th e person receiving the highest number of votes for any such 
office shall be declared elected, but if tw o or more shall have an 
equal and the highest number of votes, the General Assem bly shall, 
l v joint vote, choose one of such persons for that office.

fiscal biennial period together with the measures of taxation, if any, 
or for borrowings, if any, which the Governor may propose for the 
increase or decrease of the revenues; it shall be accompanied by 
statement of the current assets, liabilities, reserves and surplus or 
deficit of the S ta te ; statements of the debts and funds of the S ta te ; 
an estimate of its financial condition as of the beginning and end of 
the biennial period ; such other information as may be required by 
law and a statement of revenues and expenditures for the biennial 
period next preceding, in a form suitable for comparison. 
The 
Governor may before final action thereon by the Legislature amend 
or supplement the budget. 
Sec. 20. 
The General Assembly may not alter an appropriation 
bill submitted by the (iovernor except to strike out or reduce items 
therein, but this provision shall not apply to items for the Genera 
Assembly or judiciary. 
It shall be the right of the Governor anc 
the heads of the executive departments, and it shall be the duty oir 
heads of departments when requested, to appear in either house o 
the General Assembly and be heard and to answer inquiries relating 
to the budget. 
Sec. 21. 
Any budget appropriation bill when passed by both 
houses with or without amendments shall be a law immediately 
without further action by the Governor, except that appropriations 
tor the General Assembly and judiciary shall be subject to his 
approval. 


E X P L A N A T IO N . 


This amendment proposes a revised and amended urtiele as a 


substitute for Article V of the present Constitution. 


A number of the sections are unchanged but renumbered. 
Some 


sections have been rewritten and others combined to make them 
shorter by omitting unnecessary details. 


T^'rt main changes are offered: 


Sect.'ons 1 and 16 propose a reorganization of the executive 


branch of the State Government into not to exceed twelve depart­ 


ments. and Sections 17 to 23, inclusive, establish a budget system for 


raising revenue and making appropriations for the support of the 


State Government and its institutions. 


At present the work of the executive branch of the State Gov­ 


ernment is being done by some seventy or more departments, boards, 


bureaus, commissions and other agencies created at different times and 


under different conditions which has resulted in duplication and over­ 


lapping of duties, lack of efficiency and increased cost of government. 


Under this amendment, after January 1, 1926, all of the executive 


duties of the State Government are to be exercised by and through 


the five departments named in Section 1 of this Article and such 
other departments not exceeding seven 
h s may he created by law, 


and not otherwise. 
BUDGET. 
The purpose of the budget is to keep appropriations 


within estimated revenue, to properly apportion the revenues to the 


various needs of the State and to give the General Assembly more 


time to consider the appropriation bills to the end that the cost of 


government may be reduced to the minimum. 


The plan provides: 


1. 
For the preparation of the budget by the Governor, after 


estim ates have been submitted to him by fhe various departments 


and institutions. 


2. 
j hat the Governor may revise all estimates except those of 
the General Assembly and of the judiciary. 


3. 
That tlie budget shall contain a complete plan of proposed 


expenditures and-estim ated revenues, shall he accompanied by the 


general appropriation hills clearly itemized, and shall be submitted 


to the General Assembly within fifteen days after the beginning of 


each regular session. 
4. 
That the Governor and heads of departments may appear 


before the General Assembly to answer inquiries relative to the 


budget. 
5. 
That the General Assembly muy strike out or decrease items 


in the budget appropriation bills, but may not increase them. 


6. 
That other appropriation bills may not be considered until the 


budget appropriation bills have been finally acted upon and not then 


unless necessary revenue is provided for or is in the treasury unap- 


Revised and Amended Article V I. 


Section 1. 
The judicial power of the State, except as otherwise 
provided in this Constitution, shall be vested in the Supreme Court, 
Courts of Appeals, Circuit Courts, and such other courts with such 
territorial and other jurisdiction as may be provided by law. 
Sec. 2. 
The Supreme Court shall consist of a Chief Justice 
and six Judges to be elected by the people and be held at the seat 
of government. 
Except as otherwise provided in this Constitution, 
it shall have appellate jurisdiction which shall be coextensive with 
the State and shall have exclusive appellate jurisdiction in all cases 
involving the construction of the Constitution of the United States 
or of this State, the validity of a treaty or statute of the United States 
or any authority exercised under the laws of the United States, the 
construction of the revenue laws of the State, the title to any office 
under the State, the title to real estate, in all cases where counties 
or other political Subdivisions of the State or any State officer as 
such is a party, and in cases of felony.

A .IndiciaLg’ounHI is established, consisting of the Chief Justice 
of the Kuprem » Court, the Presiding Judges of each Division of the

Supreme Conrt^ttie Presiding Judges of each of the Springfield and 
Kansas City Cdurt» of Appeals, a Judge of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals and th^»*e Circuit Judges. 
This council Is given power to establish such rule» of prnctlca 
and procedure in the courts as do not deny,or change any remedy 
or substantive right given by law-. 
Existing iaws pertaining to pro­ 
cedure and prncb'r are continued In force until changed by the Coun­ 
cil, and all rules made by the Council are subject to change or repeal 
by the General Assembly.

the courts so that the condition of the docket* therein may at all 
time» he before It.

All city charters anti all law* relating to the govern­ 
m en t of cities, tow ns anti villages in force at the time of the adoption 
of this article shall remain in full force and effect until altered or 
repealed by law or by the exercise by the respective cities, of the 
powers conferred upon them by this article of the Constitution. 


EXPLANATION 


Tliis amendment propose* a revised and hmended article as a 
substitute for Article IX of the present Constitution. The revision has 
eliminated obsolete matter and provides an improved plan for the 
government of counties, cities and villages. 
COUNTIES—The change* made with respect to the government 
of counties are: 
Fir«t, provision by which adjoining counties nuiy he 
consolidated (section .1); second, provision that no proposition to 


c h an ge the boundaries of a county shall be submitted oftener than 
once In five years (section 8 ); third, the prohibition against sheriffs 
and coroners succeeding themselves In office has been eliminated 
(section 0) ; fourth, the power of the county courts to till vacancies 
in the offices of sheriff and coroner and other provisions of section 11 
of the present Constitution were eliminated, which leaves the power 
of appointment In the Governor; fifth, the General Assembly is required 
to provide a uniform system of accounting in all county office! 
(section 26). 
CITIES AND VILLAGES are classified (section 6) and the Legis­ 
lature is prohibited from creating other classes and from passing 
local or special law- and Is required to make all laws apply alike to 
all cities of the same class or to all villages (section 10). 
Every city of 8,000 Inhabitants or more, desiring to do so. may, 
witho-.it legislative action, by vote of Its citizens adopt a charter for 
its own tuuulcipui go\ert»tt ent («»M-tlon I,'»). 
By such charters such 
cities may determine what agencies are necessary to conduct their 
local affairs (section ID), establish their own police force subject to 
the right of the governor to remove any police commissioners in the 
cities of 70,000 or over (section 23), und for all municipal purposes 
possess full 
and complete power of local 
self-government 
and 
corporate action. 
Every city Is given the power to divide the territory within Its 
boundaries into zones and to regulate and restrict the use of the laiul 
and structures within such zones (section 27). and to acquire lands for 
public Improvements and an excess of land over tbu: needed for 
such purpose whenever It is Judicially determined that the excess is 
required to protect or preserve the improvement (section 28). 
The amendments giving the right of locul self-government to 
charter cities will not only relieve the SiHte legislature from the con- 
sideration of tunny purely local laws but will bring to the citizens of 
thoee cities an Increased sense of responsibility in governmental 
affairs and give to them as great freedom in the management of thety- 
local affairs as is consistent with a full recognition of State/sov­ 
ereignty. 
The State retains control over all elections (sec)ton 25), 
public utilities (section 34). the right to demand rtnandral reports 
(section 20), the limit on city indebtedness (Article' X), education 
(Article XI) and all other matters of general ittate concern und 
operation.

TH E CITY OF ST. LOUIS, having separated from St. Louis 
county, in which it was located, and tixed its boundaries under pro­ 
vision of the present Constitution, is in an anomalous position. 
It is 
for some purposes a city, for others a county. 
It cannot extend Its

boundaries without crossing the line Into St Louis County, nor without 
constitutional amendment. 
Several provision« are contained in this 
amendment looking towards relieving the eity from this embarrass­ 
ment, each requiring the consent of a majority of those voting on the 
question In sultl city as well as a majority of those voting on the 
question In St. Louis county.

mortgage upon such public utilities and the income and revenues 
therefrom, to secure the sums so borrowed, may provide for the 
foreclosure thereof, and for the grant of a franchise to the purchasers 
at foreclosure to operate such public utility, which franchise may 
continue for such period as may be provided by law or charter, or by 
the terms of such m ortgage: 
Provided, however, that the moneys 
so borrowed, and any negotiable bonds or other obligations issued to 
evidence the same and the interest thereon, shall he payable exclu­ 
sively from the income and revenues or proceeds of sale of such 
public utilities and shall not be chargeable upon or payable out of 
the taxes or other revenues or property of such city or municipal 
corporation, and provided no indebtedness may he incurred under 
this section unless authorized by a vote of two-thirds of the voters 
voting on the proposition at a general or special election. 
Ponds 
and other obligations issued under this section shall not eon*titute 
debt within the meaning of any limitation herein. 


W aterworks, gas

M oneys so borrowed shall be applied

or in part upon property specially benefited thereby and in advance 
of the collection of such assessments. 
No part of such fund shall 
ever be applied to the payment of any portion of the expense of an 
improvement which shall devolve upon the city or municipal corpora­ 
tion, or to the payment of the current expenses of the city or municipal 
corporation, or to any purposes other than such as are herein 
designated. 
All special assessm ents for such improvements shall be 
paid into said fund until the m oneys advanced with interest thereon 
shall have been returned to said fund. 
The total indebtedness of any city or municipal corporation, 
under this section, shall not at any time exceed one per centum of

So Asahel B* nnett. their leader, 
sent two young fellows, Will Manley 
and John Rogers, forth to find a way 
out of the trap. 
As they departed 
i Mrs. Bennett gave Manley a double 
handful of rice—half of alt she had— 
and silently pointed to the hunger- 
pinched faces of her children. 
The emigrants now

down to 
' wait for the return of the two scouts. 
A week passed 
two—three- and still 
j they did not return. 
At the end of 
the fourth week all except Asahel Ben­ 
nett's wife abandoned hope.

THE BULL-WHACKER AND THE 
BIBLE 
J 
UST before the Civil war Russell, 
Majors and Waddell were the lead­ 
ing government-contract freighters ot 
the West. They operated 3,500 wagon* 
using more than 40,000 oxen and 4,000 
men.
